CHAPTER 130

PUBLIC RECREATION ON PRIVATE LANDS
H. F. 446

ACT relating to public recreation on private lands.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SECTION 1. Section one hundred eleven C point two (111C.2), sub-
section three (8), Code 1971, as amended by Senate File 28, Acts of
the Sixty-fourth General Assembly, First Session, is further amended
as follows:

3. “Recreational purpose” means the following or any combination
thereof: Hunting, horseback riding, fishing, swimming, boating,
camping, picnicking, hiking, pleasure driving, motorcycling, nature
study, water skiing, snowmobiling, other summer and winter sports,
and viewing or enjoying historical, [archeological] archaeological,
scenic, or scientifie sites while going to and from or actually engaged
therein.

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CHAPTER 131

LIQUOR AND BEER CONTROL
H. F. 172

ACT relating to a reorganization of the Iowa liquor control commission; creating
an Iowa beer and liquor control department; providing for the appointment of an
Towa beer and liquor control council and a director of beer and liquor control and
designating their powers and duties; creating a division of beer and liquor law
enforcement in the department of public safety; amending provisions concerning
liquor control licenses, special liquor permits, beer permits, and fees charged
therefor; abolishing special distributors; altering dram shop liability; requiring
certificates of compliance from distillers and brewers; declaring certain acts to be
unlawful and providing penalties for violations; and otherwise amending current
statutory provisions relating to the sale and possession of alcoholic liguor and
beer in this state,

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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DIVISION I
GENERAL PROVISIONS RELATING TO ALCOHOLIC LIQUOR AND BEER

SECTION 1. Public policy declared. This Act shall be cited as the
“Towa Beer and Liquor Control Act”, and shall be deemed an exercise
of the police power of the state, for the protection of the welfare,
health, peace, morals, and safety of the people of the state, and all
its provisions shall be liberally construed for the accomplishment of
that purpose, and it is declared to be public policy that the traffic in
aleoholic liquors is so affected with a public interest that it should
be regulated to the extent of prohibiting all traffic in them, except as
provided in this Act.

SEC. 2. General prohibition. It shall be unlawful to manufacture
for sale, sell, offer or keep for sale, possess, or transport alcoholic
